WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—(/)— 
The Nye committee today accused 
Bishop Cannon of “numerous appar- 
ent violations’ of the corrupt prac- 
tices law and the churchman tonight 
charged the committee with “many 
amazing misstatements of fact.” 

The committee, in a formal report 
to the senate, said that of $130,000 
contributed to the bishop's southern 
democratic anti-Smith campaign “only 
$58,558.62" was reported. While Miss 
Ada L. Burroughs was “nominal 
treasurer” of Bishop Cannon’s organ- 
ization, the committee said, the funds 
“were largely handled by” the church- 
man. 

Citing the refusal of Miss Bur- 
roughs and of the Rey. J. Sidney Pe- 
ters, secretary, to .testify, the com- 
mittee withheld a recommendation 
pending decision of the court case in 
which Cannon challenges the juris- 
diction of the committee.

CITY IN CONFUSION 


Japanese, in Renewed Ad- 

vance in Manchuria, 
Take Fakumen, Impor- 
tant Center. 


By the Associated Press, 
While Japanese troops were re- 
ported advancing in the field yester- 
day, the Chinese government at Nan- 
king collapsed. Every minister and 
vice minister resigned, leaving the na- 


tion without a government. There 
was no authority to make so much as 
a protest in case the Japanese occu- 
pied Chinchow. 

Chiang Kai-shek, who resigned last 
week as president of China, took an 
airplane for his native village in the 


hinterland, where he declared he in- 
tended to live in quiet on his farm.

The resignation of the cabinet and 
the departure of Chiang caused so 
much confusion at Nanking that ob- 
servers predicted it would be ithpos- 
sible for the northern and southern 
political leaders to agree quickly on 
the composition of a new government. 

Pigeons sent back from the front 
brought news to Japanese army head- | 
quarters at Mukden that Fakumen, 
largest and most important city in 
the district of Mukden, had been oc- 
cupied by 1,500 Japanese troops. 

This. was the first major accom- 
plishment of the 4,000 troops put in 
the field by Japan to clear bandits out 
of the South Manchuria railway zone. 

Expectations were that the next ob- 
jective would be Changwu, which 
would open the way for an advance 
on Chinchow, where the principal 
Chinese forces are .reported concen- 
trated. 

At Tokyo, a war office spokesman 


seemed unavoidable because of. bandit 
activities along the South Manchuria 
railway.

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FULL MORATORIUM 
IN FOREIGN DEBTS 


Step Forced by State of : 
Trade, Government Says 
in Revealing Drastic 
Action. 


BUDAPEST, Hungary, Dec. 22.— 
V“P)\—A moratorium on foreign debts, 
effective tomorrow, was declared to- 
night by the Hufgarian government. 

An official statement explained the 
step was necessary because the for- 
eign trade balance is insufficient to 
provide a surplus of foreign currencies 


It has been evident for some time, 
the government statement said, that 
the nation -would not have means to 
caver service of all its foreign obliga- 


trade brings in principally the cur- 
rencies of nearby nations which are 
not acceptable to Hungary’s creditors. | 

A decree issued by Finance Minis- 
ter Friedrich Koranyi announced that 
all available foreign currencies in the 
nation would be used first for service 
on the 1924 reconstruction Joan, 
amounting to approximately $4,000,- 
000. If any remained, the finance min- 
ister said, it would be used in payment 
of other debts. 

The government statement explained 
that the moratorium had been ae 
as long as possible at the request of 
certain foreign representatives. 

The decree stipulated that public 
and private debts for which sufficient 
foreign currency is not available must 
be paid in pengoes tp the Hungarian 
National Bank, which will hold the 
money as trustee for thé creditors. The 
pengo is the Hungarian monetary unit. 

In order that trade and commerce 
may not halt, the national bank will 
put at the disposal of Hungarian citi- 
zens such sums as are needed to carry 
on and also will cover service on the

2,300 miles, linking the southern cities 
of Richmond, Charlotte, Winston- 
Salem, Greensboro, Raleigh, Spartan- 
burg, Greenville, Charleston, Savan- 
nah, Augusta and Atlanta, thence on 
to Macon, Jacksonville, Tampa, Palm 
Beach and Miami, where it serves as 
a feeder for the important Latin- 
American service of the Pan-Ameri- 
can Airways. 

-In view of the important develop-

The total capital investment in the 
five-year plan, the council president 
said, will be 54,000,000,000 -rubles 
(approximately $27,000,000,000). 
which is 16 per cent greater than had 
been planned originally. 

Asserting that some branches of 
industry already have completed their 
five-year schedule, although the 
fourth year of the plan is just start- 
ing, M. Molotoff emphasized the im- 
portance of production in fuel, metal 
and machinery and declared improve- 
ment was necessary in land, water 
and air transportation. 

During the coming year. 
all peasant holdings will be collec- 
tivized. although the original five- 
year plan intended only 40 per cent 
would be included in that system at 
that stage of the plan's development. 

Ferrous metal production will be 
9,000,000 tons during the coming 
year, and coal will total 90,000,000 
tons, he declared.

VATICAN CITY, 
The roof of one of the wings of the 
Vatican library, built in 1588, col- 
lapsed today and buried a priest and 
four workmen. 

The priest, the Rev. Dr. Marco 
Vattasso, who had been studying on 
the top floor of the structure, was 
killed. 

No trace was discovered of the 
four missing workmen. Groups of res- 
cuers worked at top speed to remove 
the debris in the hope that they might 
still be alive. 

Twenty thousand volumes were car- 
ried down when the _ roof crashed 
through two floors of the building, 
destroying ceilings decorated by price- 
less Zuceari frescoes. 

The collapse was caused by a crack 
in one of the walls which had been 
discovered this morning but was pro- 
nounced unalarming by a Vatican ar- 
chitect only two hours before the pile 
of masonry came tumbling down. A 
few moments hefore the collapse, the 
building had been. closed. 

The extent of the damage could not 
be determined, as most of the books 
and rare objects in the wing were 
protected by cases, and it was hoped 
that they would be found intact.

Salad service should be cold. Do 
not remove salad from the refrfgerator 
until ready to be served, Salad dress- 
ing must be piquantly seasoned and 
must suit the main salad. Proper 
flavors should be carefully selected to 
be blended. 


Beauty Salad. 


Make a cranberry jelly and mold 
it in a large wet ring mold. When 
'set and ready to serve, unmold it onto 
a bed of watercress. Fill the center 
of the ring with snappily seasoned 
mixture of white grapes, halved and 
seeded, diced apples and chopped 
toasted almonds. Mix this salad with 
a sweetened mayonnaise with some 
whipped cream in it. Other light-col- 
ored fruits may be used if desired. 
ian off the center with cubes of mint 
elly, 4 
Fruit Slaw, Lime French Dressing. 

Combine two cups finely shredded, 
not ground, cabbage with orange sec- 
tions from three oranges, one cup pin?- 
apple wedges, one-half cup seedless 
raisins, one-half cup halved and seed- 
ed green or white grapes. Marinate 
with a French dressing made with 
lime juice instead of the usual lemon 
juice or vinegar. Serve in individual 
mounds with strips of green peppe 
criss-crosses over the top. * 
Alligator Pear—Lime Gelatine Salad. 

Mold prepared lime gelatine dessert 
in small decorative molds, mixing in 
a little shredded cabbage if desired. 
When ready to: serve the salad, re- 
move skin from alligator pear, 
into lengthwise pieees, discarding 
seeds. Place four thin slices of the 
pear on a salad plate and unmold the 
individual lime gelatine in the center 
of the pear slices. Sprinkle the pear 
with salt, pepper and lime juice. Dec- 
orate with bits of red and green pep- 
per where the pear slices join. This 
salad is prettier when served on glass 
plates. Tap off with bits of mayon- 
naise in center of the ‘jelly. 


Persimmon Salad. 


Use one persimmon for each salad. 
Cut off top, scoop out the inside fruit 
carefully. Mix this scooped out fruit 
with chopped nuts, replace in shell 
and serve with spoonful of mayon- 
naise. Decorate with bits of angelica. 
Serve on intertwined watercress. 

Tomato Jelly Salad. 

There is nothing more Christmassy 
than a beautiful, glossy, quivery to- 
mato jelly salad. Nor more fragrant 
either. To 3 cups of hot tomato juice 
add 2 tablespoons gelatine which has 
first been soaked in cold water. Sea- 
son with Worcestershire sauce, onion 
juice and celery salt, as well as salt 
and pepper. Pour this into individual 
molds and chill until jellied. Serve 
individually on bed of lettuce with 
mayonnaise. 

Frozen Fruit Salad. 

Cut the following in small pieces: 
1 orange, 1-2igrapefruit (or use 1-2 
can) fruit of tne 2 1-2 can of pine-

one 2 1-2 can peaches. Mix the fruit 
with the juices, the juice of one lemon, 
1 pint mayonnaise, and one pint of 
cream, whipped. Turn into the trays 
of mechanical refrigerator (or in the 
can of the ice cream freezer).

One tablespoon 
gelatine added improves the texture 
of the cream when made in mechanic- 
al refrigerator.

Turkey Casserole. 


Left-over turkey, 6 tablespoons but- 
ter or margarine, 11-2 cups milk, 2 
teaspoons salt, left-over turkey stuf- 
fing, 2 Eee tame flour, 3 egg yolks, 
1 pound mushroom, 1-4 cupful bread 
crumbs. 

Cut left-over turkey into good-sized 
pieces. In the bottom of a casserole 
arrange a layer of cold stuffing and 
thén place the turkey slices on top. 
Meanwhile prepare a sauce by melting 
two tablespoons fat, adding flour and 
stirring until smooth. Next add milk 
and when the sauce is thickened, e 
it over beaten egg yolks and add 1 
teaspoon salt. Pour this sauce over 
turkey and cover with mushrooms. 
which have first been chopped and 
cooked in two tablespoons of fat until 
tender, then combine with the bread 
crumbs, two tablespoons fat and one 
teaspoon salt. Bake in a hot oven of 
400 degrees for 30 minutes. Serves 
Six. 
| Sweet Potato Souffle. 


| Six medium-sized potatoes, 3-4 to 
1 cup sugar, depending on potatoes; 
'1 teaspoon salt, 1-4 teaspoon cinna- 
mon, 1-4 cup butter, 1 egg, 1-4 cup 
broken pecans, hot water, 1 teaspoon 
nutmeg, marshmallows. 

Boil potatoes until tender, peel and 
put through a ricer. Add salt, spices, 
sugar and butter, then the egg, well 
beaten. If the mixture is too stiff add 
a little hot water to make it creamy. 
Beat in pecan meats, pour into a bak- 
| ing dish, top with marshmallows and 
‘brown in a moderate oven. 


Chicken Loaf. 


One egg, well beaten; 1-4 cup milk, 
scalded; 11-2 cup chicken chopped 
(cooked), 1-4 teaspoon paprika, 1-2 
| teaspoon salt, 11-2 cup mashed pota- 
toes, 1 teaspoon minced parsley. 

All well-beaten egg, salt and scald- 
ed milk to’ mashed potatoes. 
chicken, parsley and paprika. Turn 
into greased baking dish and bake in 
a moderate oven 350 degrees F., until 
top is browned, 

Shrimp Salad. 

Mix equal quantities of. chopped 
celery and shrimp. Stir in mayyonaise 
—toss lightly on lettuce leaves. 

Left-over bits of cheese may be well 
uSed for breakfast. It may be broken 
into bits and melted into hot grits to 
be served with strips of crisp bacon. 
Cheese may also be grated and a 
small portion with a bit of butter, 
placed in the center of each individual 
serving of grits. Either makes an at-

| Meat Fritters. 


| _ Bits of left-over meat make a deli- 
| clous meal for four ‘people, and it 
| takes only a few minutes to prepare 
and cook them. ’ 

1 cup chopped cold meat, 1 table- 
soon chopped onion, 1 tablespoon 
chopped parsley, 1-8 teaspoon pepper, 
| 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1 cup bread flour, 
1 egg beaten, 2 teaspoons baking pow- 
der, 1-2 cup milk. 

Beat egg, add milk then flour and 
aking powder sifted together. Beat 
smooth; add remaining “ingredients. 
Mix well—drop by spoonfulls into cris- 
co,. heated to 360 degrees, or when 
small piece of bread browns in 60 
seconds. Fry until brown and thor- 
oughly cooked. Drain. on brown pa- 
per. Serve with left-over gravy or 
cream sauce, seasoned with a little 
worcestershire sauce. One-half cup 
green pepper with lamb and potatoes 
is delicious, but you need to roll this 
mixture in egg and crumbs to hold it 
together. 

Croquettes Tropica. 
| A delicious way to»serve bits of 
left-over chicken or othér food. 

1 ‘1-2 cups minced cooked chicken, 
1-2 eup peeled ground Brazil nuts, 1 
egg yolk beaten, 1-3 teaspoon celery 
salt, cream sauce, 1 teaspoon iime 
juice or lemon, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-3 
teaspoon paprika, 1-4 teaspoon curry 
powder, dry bread crumbs and egg. 

Mix ingredients in order given. 
Form into shape; roll int crumbs, then 
in egg, then again in crumbs. Arrange 
in wire basket and fry until brown in 
deep fat 350 degrees. Drain on soft 
paper. Serve with white sauce. 

White Sauce—Blend together table- 
spoon flour with two tablespoons but- 
ter or margarine. Beat in slowly one 
cup warm milk. Stir over fire until 
thick. Add one-half teaspoon salt. 
Use plain or season with grated cheese 
or Worcestershire sauce, 

Baked Creole Rice. 

2 cups cooked rice, 1 1-2 cups to- 
mato soup, 1 tablespoon minced green 
pepper, 1 1-2 cups consomme’ or meat 
stock, 1 onion, 3 or 4 slices bacon, sea- 
soning to taste. 

All the rice gradually to the boiling 
consomme’, Place over hot water and 
let steam 20 minutes or until con- 
somme’ is absorbed. Brown the ba- 
con slightly and remove to another 
pan. Cook sliced onion and minced 
pepper in bacon fat until well brown- 
ed. Add rice and mix well. Add one- 
half the tomato soup. Put rice in a 
baking dish—cover with the remaining 
soup and slices of bacon. Brown in 
quick oven. 


Stuffed Red Pepeprs. 


Six red peppers, 5 _ tablespoons 
lchopped celery, 2 tablespoons bread 
'erumbs moistened with milk, 5 ta- 
‘blespoons. chopped mushrooms, salt 
land pepper. 

Stuff red peppers with other com- 
bined ingredients. Place peppers in 
‘pan, surround with water about 1 
inch deep—bake in hot oven (450 
idegrees) for 20 minutes. Serve as 
'a garnish for baked veal with sweet 


| potatoes. 
Tomato Aspic. 
, One quart cooked tomatoes, 1 ta- 
| blespoon® gelatine, 1-2 cup raw car- 
‘rots diced, 1 sprig parsley, 1 tea- 
' spoon peppercorns, 1 teaspoon salt, 1 
(cupful celery diced, 1-4 cup-cold wa- 
‘ter, 1 onion sliced, 3 cloves, 1 small 
‘blade mace, few grains cayenne, 1 
‘green pepper cut small. 
| Cook all ingredients together for 
,.50 minutes, except gelatine, which has 
‘been soaked in the cold water and 
‘stirred until dissolved. Pour ower gel- 
‘atine and mix thoroughly. Chill and 
'serve on lettuce leaves. Serves eight. 
Raw Vegetable Salad. 
One cup finely chopped green pep- 
| per, 4 cup finely chopped raw car- 
| rots, mayonnaise, 1 cup finely chopped 
|cabbage, 1-4 pound grated American 
cheese, savory dressing. 
|. Mix each chopped vegetable sepa- 
'rately with enough mayonnaise’ to 
‘bind. On a leaf of lettuce place a 
'mound of carrots. Place a mound of 
cabbage on top of the carrots and 
‘top with a mound of green pepper 
‘sprinkled with greated cheese. Serve 
with savory dressing. Servces six. 
Savory Dressing. 

One tablespoon dry. mustard, 1-2 
tablespoon Worcestershire sauce, 1-2 
cup catsup, 1-2 cupful vinegar, 1-2 
cup milk, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1-8 tea- 
spoon celery salt, 1 cup salad _ oil, 
dash cayenne pepper. 

Mix all ingredients and beat with 
an egg beater until thoroughly com- 
bined.

DETROIT PUTS BAN 
ON MOTORBUSES 


| DETROIT, Dec. 22.—()—The city 
‘council tonight ordered the Detroit |. 


Motorbus Company off the streets by 
January 1, to give the municipally- 
owned street car and bus system a 
monopoly of the transportation busi- 
hess in Detroit. 

The council's action abrogated a 
day-by-day agreement under which the 
privately-owned company has been op- 


erating for several years. 

The action approved one of numer- 
ous proposals advanced to eliminate 
the approximately $200,000 monthly 
deficit under which the municipal sys- 
tem has been operating.

Perfection Salad. 

One level tablespoon gelatine, 1-4 

cup mild vinegar, 1 tablespoon lemon 
juice, 1-2 teaspoon salt, 1 cup celery 
cut in small pieces, 1-4 cup cold wa- 
ter, 1-4 cup sugar, 1 cup boiling wa- 
ter, 1-2 cup cabbage finely shredded 
1 pimiento, cut in small pieces, or 2 
tablespoons small red or green pep- 
ers. 
Soak gelatine in cold water about 
3 minutes. Add vinegar, lemon juice, 
boiling water, sugar and salt. When 
mixture begins to stiffen add remain- 
ing ingredients. Turn into wet mold 
and chill. Remove to bed of lettuce 
or endive. Gernish with mayonnaise 
dressing, or cut salad in cubes and 
serve in cases made of red or green 
peppers, or turn into molds lined with 
canned pimientoes. A delicious salad 
to serve with cold sliced chicken, 
veal or any meat. 


A letter from one of our good 
friends savs that good old-fashioned 
stews, goulashes and dishes of that 
kind are splendid foods for healthful, 
appetizing consumption. He com- 
plains—and_ = rightly perhaps—that 
many of our present-day housekeep- 
ers are frying-pan housekeepers, and 
seem to have lost sight of these splen- 
did foods. Says he “We can learn 
much from our European neighbors 
who have had to watch and pinch 
in their many wonderful dishes, that 
they can make from the less expen- 
sive parts of meat animals.” This is 
indeed an excellent idea to follow, and 
we are sure Sally Saver’s readers are 
glad to have these helpful suggestions 
in working out new-old dishes to serve 
their families after a surfeit of sweets 
that: invariably follow the festive sea- 
son. ‘ 

Dear Mrs. H. G. W.: 

It’s a pleasure to suggest how to 
prepare your first turkey dinner. We 
feel very provileged. The menu you 
have given sounds very good indeed, 
however. we are offering this one as 
a substitute: 

Oyster Soup 
Tomato Aspic with Mayonnaise 
Saltines 
Roast Turkey with Dressing—Gravy 
Mashed Potatoes String Beans 
Cranberry Sauce 
Chow-Chow Pickles 

Radishes 

Coffee 


Celery Curls 
Ambrosia 


Roast Turkey. 

Clean the bird, then stuff and truss. 
Weigh and compute the period for 
roasting. It should roast in a mod- 
erate over (about 350 degrees) 20 
minutes for each pound. Sprinkle the 
turkey lightly with flour salt and pep- 
per—arrange on a trivet and roast 
in the oven—it is not necessary to 
boil the turkey at all. When the tur- 
key is tender, remove the skewers and 
thread—arrange it, on a platter and 
prepare gravy from the drippings in 
the pan. 

Chestnut Stuffing. 


One pound chestnuts, 5 tablespoons 
melted butter or margarine, 1 tea- 
spoon salt, 2 ¢eups bread crumbs, 1 
teaspoon minced parsley, 1 teaspoon 
minced onion, 12 teaspoon pepper. 

Cut a slit in each chestnut, pour 1 
tablespoon of oil over all and bake in 
a hot oven for 10 minutes, then re- 
move, slip off the shells and inner 
skins, and ceok in boiling salted water 
to cover, until tender. Drain and press 
through a potato ricer. Add the melt- 
ed butter, salt; pepper, bread erumbs, 
minced parsley and onion—sufficient 
for a five-pound chicken. 

Some people think that the best 
part of the turkey is the dressing, and 
it is if it is good. We are giving you 
a recipe for a dressing that is de- 
licious—chestnut dressing. (Pecans 
mre reasonable in price this year and 
ean be substituted for chestnuts.) 
Clean the bird, then stuff. We know

NGHT SCHOOL PANNE 
AT SPARTA INSTITUTE 


Proposal Made To Enable 
Colored Students To Earn 
Own Living. 


Plans for night school classes are 
being considered by the Sparta Agri- 
eultural and Industrial Institute with 


a view to allowing colored students to 
earn their living while obtaining an 
onan: according to Professor Lin- 
ton Ingram, founder of the school and 
'a former slave, who was in Atlanta 
Tuesday. 

Professor Ingram said that his 
plans depend upon the support re- 
ceived for 1932, as fends of the in- 
stitution -are low at present, and | 
money is needed to buy farm and 
shop implements. He is planning a 
financial drive for the new year. The 
school is supported by contributions 
from all parts of the nation because 
of its recognition as a valuable in- 
strument in the education of the race 


|being widespread. 


Jesse ©. Thomas, of Atlanta, sec- 
retary of the National Urban League, 
will speak at the school on January 
1 on the subject dearest to.Professor 
Ingram’s heart, that of training col- 
ored farmers to live at home. Pro- 
fessor Ingram has done some remark- 
able work in educating his people to 
become self-sustaining farmers and he 
preaches constantly the necessity of 
cutting down on cotton production and 
building up the meat and other food 
crops, 

In order that the school may give 
more attention to the practical things 
of life during the present economic 
period, Professor Ingram has elimi- 
nated foreign languages from the 
school’s curriculum, and has inten- 
sified the training in English and 
mathematics and farm and shop crafts, 

Professor Ingram was born in Han- 
cock county 77 years ago on the An- 
drews’ plantation, and when still a 
boy was sold to Judge Linton Ste- 
phens at Sparta. Governor Alexander 
H. Stephens, brother of Judge Ste- 
phens, hecame interested in the young 
man, who was only 10 years old at 
the close of the War Between the 
States. Governor Stephens taught him 
at night, and later sent him to At- 
lanta University to complete his edu- 
cation. 


It was at the suggestion of Gov- 


ernor Stephens that Professor In- 
gram went into the _ profession of 
| teaching. Governor Stephens’ wisdom 
|has been vindicated by the 56 years 
of honorable service given by the ex- 
slave to the cause of education. For 
10 years, Professor Ingram was prin- 
cipal of the colored school at Rome, 
ahd for 21 years he has conducted 
the Sparta institution. He conducts 


,a Presbyterian Sunday school class at 


his home town. 

The Sparta school has about 235 
of which more_than 50 acres 
have been in cultivation this year. 

Professor Ingram said that there 
are many ex-slaves in Sparta and vi- 
cinity. They will be entertained on 
New Year's Day with exercises and a 
big dinner which will include turkey 
and other tasty foods.

3 HOSPITALS WIN

The Georgia Baptist hospital Tues- 
day won a tax hearing case before 
Judge John D. Humphries that af- 
fects two other hospitals.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—The 

' democratic situation, as respects both 
. the presidential nomination and the 
* attitude to be taken on_ prohibition, 

- is just now in a condition so com- 

' plex as to be puzzling to those who 

give all their time to democratic poli- 
tics. They say the next opportunity 
for light will oecur when the demo- 
crats come together in Washington 
early in January for the Jackson Day 
dinner and the meeting of the na- 
tional committee. 

Several major democratic leaders 
in wet northeastern states have been 
increasingly hesitant to let Governor 
Roosevelt, of New York, get the par- 
ty’s presidential nomination. Their 
criticism of him is chiefly that he 
seems not sufficiently forthright in 
opposition to prohibition. These lead- 
ers plan in large part to have the 
delegates from these northeastern 
states be for Governor Ritchie, of 
Maryland, It turns out, however, that 
in most of these states Governor 
Ritchie would not be able to carry the 
primaries in a contest against Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt. 

Where the delegations are not 
chosen in popular primaries, or where 
the primaries are perfunctory, the 
leaders can readily arrange that the 
delegates be for Ritchie. Doubtless 
New Jersey would be for Ritchie be- 
cause of the close grip which the 
leaders have on the democratic or- 
ganization and rank and file of that 
state. It is quite certain, however, 
that in a primary contest confined to 
Roosevelt and Ritchie, Roosevelt 
would carry the large state of lenn- 
sylvania and probably Massachusetts, 
Connecticut and some other New Eng- 
land states. The democratic voters of 
these states are wet and very wet. 
They are also, however, eager for 
party success in the election. They 
regard Governor Roosevelt as “wet 
enough,” and they think Roosevelt, 
for geographical and other reasons, 
promises success in the election. 

This condition suggests a question 
about several developments which 
must come to the surface fairly soon. 
If Governor Roosevelt and his friends 
care to stimulate popular primaries 
in the northeastern’ states, and if 
they make a real “hurrah” about the

FAKUMEN OCCUPIED 
BY JAPANESE TROOPS 
BY GLENN BABB. 

MURKDEN, Manchuria, Dec. 22.— 
Pigeons, substituting for disrupted 
telephone and telegraph communica- 
tions, brought back news to Japenese 
army headquarters today that Faku- 
men had been occupied. 

This was the first major victory in 
the large operations launched by the 
Japanese against bandits north of 
Mukden and in the.zone of the South 
Manchuria railway. Some 4,000 troops 
are taking part in those operations, 
nbout 1,500 of whom, under Major 
(Ggenerak Kamura, reached Fakumen. 
The general started consultations with 
Chinese dignitaries for the mainte- 
nance of order. 

Fakumen, with a population of 50,- 
000, is the largest and most impor- 
tant city in the district immediately 
north of Mukden. During the last 
‘three weeks it has been intermittent- 
'ly oceupied by Chinese regulars and 
| guerillas. 
| The next important Japanese ob- 
jective was expected to be Changwu, 


'which would give control of the Tung-

It is too bad our eyes lack micro- 
scopic power. What a difference it 
would make in the attitude of many 
who purport to be intelligent if pneu- 
monia germs were as visible to the 
eye as are ordinary house flies or 
mosquitoes. ' 

Somewhere in Wisconsin a former 
patient sued a doctor for damages, 
claiming that because the doctor had 
failed to see that the patient was kept 
warm enough the patient had taken 
a chill and developed pneumonia, The 
court held that insufficient bed coy- 
ers or insufficient clothing, or in- 
sufficient artificial’ warmth of one 
kind or another, was the cause-of the 
pneumonia’ or at least a predisposing 
factor, and accordingly mulected the 
dector. However, no one has ever 
proved by experiment that such ‘‘ex- 
posure” or indeed any degree of ex- 
posure to cold or dampness is a pre- 
disposing cause or factor of any ill- 
ness, save only frostbite. 

Now if pneumonia germs were as 
large as flies— 

Down in Maine a guest absconded, 
so to speak, from a summer hotel, 
where he had contracted to remain 
for a definite petiod at a stated price. 
The guest was annoyed and fright- 
ened by the plague of flies in the 
dining room. So he paid his pro rata 
share of the bill and beat it. The 
hotel sued him for the full amount 
of the bill, for the entire period he 
had contracted to stay. The court 
held that the guest was entitled to 
leave before his time was up, and to

pay only the proportionate amount 


of the bill for the period of his so- 
journ, for the court felt convinced 
that flies in a dining room are a 
nuisance and a menace to the health 
of guests. 

If pneumonia germs were as large 
as flies, that Wisconsin court would 
have been constrained to let the doc- 
tor off with an apology, for despite 
the lack of covers or comforts the 
patient would have found it pretty 
difficult to show that such discom- 
forts attract pneumonia germs. 

Typhoid bacilli are no larger than 
pneumococci, yet a court has _ held 
that a contractor who failed to sup- 
ply pure drinking water for laborers 
maintained on the job was respon- 
sible for the typhoid fever some of 
the laborers contracted presumably 
from the polluted drinking water fur- 
nished in the camp.

“Moreover the report contains many 
amazing misstatements of facts and 
many amazing unwarranted conclu- 
sions and contains unwarranted re-

mmittee which cannot be satisfac- 
torily explained to any fair-minfed 
person, and I requested and was 
granted at the opening of the hear- 
ings on February 11 the right to file 
a sworn statement in reply to any 
testimony which I thought required 
to be answered. 

“Although I wrote to the commit- 
tee on December 7 that I desired to 
make such statement, I have never 
yet had the courtesy of a reply to 
my letter by the committee, although 
sending duplicate letter to the com- 
mittee on December 15 and again De- 
cember 17. 

‘“After consultation with my attor- 
neys, I shall make such statement as 
is sproper in view of the litigation 
pending in the supreme court of the 
District of Columbia.” 

Howell Statement.

The committee further stated “a 
payment of $528 was made on a per- 
sonal note of James Cannon Jr., in 
the First National bank of Black- 
stone, Va., on September 18, 1928, ont 
of the political funds deposited in the 
Continental Trust Company, of Wash- 
ington, D. Cl , 

“It may be noted,” the report add- 
ed, “that this account had _ been 
opened on August 6 with a _ letter 
stating that it was an account of ‘the 
committee to defeat Al Smith.’ 

“It is true that Bishop Cannon 
made an initial deposit of $2,000 
drawn on his personal account in 
Richmond in opening this political ac- 
count, but this amount and more had 
already been withdrawn and redeposit- 
ed in Bishop Cannon's personal ac- 
count before the check for $528 was 
drawn.”

They ob- 
jected chiefly to the amortization 
plan which they considered exorbi- 
tant in view of German's difficulties 
in obtaining foreign exchange.

JUDGE HITS PRACTICE 
OF ‘BOOTLEG TRAFFIC’ 


WAYCROSS, Ga., Dec. 22.—4)— 
Assailing what she termed “bootleg 
traffic concerns’ which provide pas- 
senger service without complying with 
the state motor carriers’ act, Judge 
J. L. Crawley, of city court, said he 
would resort to jail sentences to stop 
the practice if necessary. 

The judgé’s comments were made 
in passing sentence on a~New York 
man fined $50 and costs for failure 
to comply with the state motor car- 
riers’ act. - 

The railroads and the bus tom- 
panies, particularly the railroads, are 
contributing liberally in taxes to the 
upkeep and welfare of our communi- 
ties, and they are entitled to pro- 
tection from bootleg traffic concerns,’ 
he said.

The men arrested gave the names 
of Mose Smith, Grover McKinnon and 
Ben .Corbett. Federal officers said 
they were being: held as suspects. 

Two of the’ Atkinson county officers 
were seriously injured in the blast and 
search has been concentrated on per- 
sons believed to have had a grudge 
against Sheriff Louis White and his | 
deputies, who had, been active against | 
illicit distillers. 

The federal officers came here to 
assist in efforts to identify rap eap- 
ture persons who set explosive charges 
around the still, deep in Roundabout 
swamp, where a raiding rty was 
blown up. Deputy Edward White told 
how the trap was baited. 

The arresting d@@ficers did not_-re- 
veal the evidence on which the men 
were taken into custody, 

The men all live in Atkinson county 
near Pearson. The sheriff and fed- 
een officers co-operated in arresting 
them, 

Deputy White said the tip: which led 
him, his chief and three other deputies 
to the still was a map, unsigned, 
which eame to; the sheriff’s office by 
ae It showed the location of the 
stil 

Two other stills recently had been 
captured, the deputy said, on just 
such information. He added that each 
of the maps was mailed from Willa- 
coochee, Ga., and that the handwrit- 
ing in each case was the same. 

No suspicious circumstances were 
encountered when the two earlier tips 
were followed up, and the sheriff's 
force hoped it had an_ unidentified 
friend aiding in breaking up the illicit 
distilling business in the county. 


When the third map was received 
the raiding party left here yesterday 
morning expecting nothing except a 
repetition’ of the two pr he prosaic 
raids, 

The still was found, and with it 
three barrels of mash, ready to be run 
through and made into whisky. Offi- 
cers raised boards laid over the bar- 
rels and the dynamite mines set 
around the still exploded, injuring 
all of the raiders. 

“Undoubtedly the earlier maps were 
sent to lull our suspicions’ and make 
sure we would go after the bait. when 
the trap finally was set,” “Deputy 
White said. “]l know it was a defi- 
nite plot to kill us all.” 

Sheriff White, in telling of the trap 
yesterday from his bed where he was 
recovering from slight, injuries, said 
he had no doubt the“deadly purpose 
of the trap would have been achieved 
if all of the dynamite had gone off 
as planned. Three sticks failed to 
explode. 

The sheriff said yesterday he under- 
stood the charges were set off by a 
switch hidden in the swamp some dis- 
tance away. The deputy said further 
investigation had revealed they were 
detonated by automatic switches con- 
nected to the barrel lids. 


Deputy White, who also was slight- 
ly hurt in the blast, expressed confi- 


| dence the persons who mined the still 


would be identified and arrested. He 
went back into the swamp today for 
an investigation but declined to say 
what he: found. 

Meanwhile, other officers, assisted 
hy federal agents who came to Pear- 
son upon receiving news of the explo- 
sion, were searching for some trace of 
the persons who set the trap. © They 
questioned everyone whom they found 
in the swamp. 

The two seriously injured’ oer 
Berry Palmer and Wilbert + O’Berry, 
were under treatment in’a Waycross 
hospital.

during the Christmas holidays. Tax 
selling has also fallen off. 

Continued strength in the general 
bond market, where conditions have 
improved materially, constituted an- 
other favorable factor. 

Some action is expected at Wash- 
ington after Christmas with regard to 
creation of the reconstruction finance 
corporation. The formation. of the 
national »gcredit corporation had a 
very favorable psychological effect 
and it is anticipated that the forma- 
tion of the reconstruction finance 
corporation, unless it is accompanied 
by considerable proerastination, also 
willbe a great step toward the revi- 
val of confidence in the banking and 
security situations. 

SHORTS SELL BONDS. 

Short selling is ever with us de- 
spite restrictions placed around such 
operations. There has: recently been 
a substantial volume of short selling 
in the bond market,/ but it has been} 
confined largely to foreign govern- 
ment issues. This short selling is 
invariably preceded by rumors of a 
country going off the gold standard, 
and the usual step taken by specula- 
tors intending to profit from such a 
development. is to sell the exchange 
of the nation’ short. 

Recently, however, international 
bankers have refused to accept, short 
sales of foreign exchange. The spec- 
ulators, therefore, have sold the bonds 
of the government in question. 
RAILS LOOK BETTE 

The opinion is growing that not- 
withstanding. that the railroads have

WASHINGTON, Dec. 22—(7)— 
President Hoover's proposal for a 
$500,000,000 reconstruction corpora- 
tion to quicken economic recovery Was 
speeded on its legislative way tonight. 

A senate banking subcommittee 
voted to report the measure favorably, 


although deciding to revamp some of 
the provisions. 

The action was decided upon aftr 
a two and one-half hour executive ses- 
sion that followed four days of hear- 
ings. 

Chairman Walcott, republican, Con- 
-necticut, said the revised bill would 
be submitted to the whole committee 
immediately after the holidays. 

President Hoover said today con- 

essional leaders of both parties had 
eatined prompt action on the mam- 
moth relief measure, with its passage 
in prospect. 

The changes agreed upon by the 
committee were not divulged by Chair- 
man Walcott, who said action was 
unanimous, 

Only a few hours before, an amend- 
ment had been advocated by Melvin 
Traylor, Chicago banker, to permit 
loans to closed banks. Other recom- 
mendations developed in the hearings 
included having the corporation’s de- 
bentures eligible for federal reserve 
bank rediscount and provision for in- 
terstate commerce commission certifi- 
cation for loans to railroads. 

In general, the measure was in- 
dorsed by Traylor as well as by a 
half dozen. other bankers and insur- 
ance men who added to the mass of 
testimony. 

Another favorable sign for one of 
the groups that would be aided hy 
the reconstruction corporation—the 
railroads—came in an announcement 
by the Association of Railway Execu- 
tives that a plan-for helping needy 
roads would be put into effect as 
soon as possible. 

All but one class of roads were 
said by the association to have agreed 
to the plan, which is being undertaken 
at the instance of the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

Traylor, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Chicago, told the com- 
mittee “the biggest contribution” that 
could be made to economic recovery 
would be “unfreezing some portion of 
the funds tied up in closed banks.” 
These he estimated at $2,000,000,- 


Proposing that provision for loans 
to insolvent banks be made in the 
bill, Traylor asserted this would sa 
mit unfortunate depositors to collect 
immediately some portion of _ their 
money. He said it would ease the 
situation throughout the country.
